It cannot be said that the horrible 
outrages and murdérs that have resulted 
in the death of ten British and the 
wounding of two American missionaries 
stationed at Ku Cheng were unexpected. 
There have been ample warnings of the 
temper of the Chinese people. Reports 
of outrages and intimation of massacres 
of foreigners in China have been fre- 
quent of late. 


open intimations of hostility to “foreign 
devils” on the part of the Chinese ex- 
perience should have given warning of 
danger. It is a well-known fact that the 
Chinese hate foreigners and are accus- 
tomed to charge misfortunes to their 
presence on Chinese soil. It was known 
that in consequence of the war the ability 
of the Chinese government to maintain 
order - never éfficient—was greatly im- 
paired and that bands of soldiery and 
thugs Were scouring the country intent 
upon robbery and murder. . 

The “foreign devile’” are of course the 
first to sufter from this condition of law- 
lessness. Among the ignorant and super- 
stitious people China's defeat is not laid 
to the prowess of little Japan, but to the 
malign influence of foreigners. The lives 
of none of the foreign residents are safe, 
and in order to protect them prompt and 
vigorous action must be taken. Demand- 
ing the punishment of the murderers will 
not suffice. The British have found the 
Chinese government Willing at any time 
to behead any number of poor creatures, 
most of whom may be innocent and ig- 
norant of the crimes for which they are 
punished. The government must be held 
responsible and taught a lesson. 

Great Britain with her usual prompti- 
tude in matters concerning the safety of 
her subjects has ordered her naval com- 
mander in Chinese waters to take effect- 
ual steps to prévent further outrages. 
But Great Britain should receive the vig- 
orous support of other powers. 
be regretted that our Administration has 
been less vigorous and has done nothing 
more than communicate a mild injunc- 
tion to Minister Denby. To be effective 
the action of the powers must be prompt 
and vigorous.

THE STREET IMPROVEMENT SCANDAL. 


In reply to Street Commissioner Mil- 
ner’s intimation that his refusal to recom- 
mend a junket prompted the defeat of 
street improvement bills, members of the 
House of Délegates make a courfter 
charge that there is a vitrified brick job 
back of the bills.
